KING OSCAR SPEAKS. . . 

Swedish King Discusses Situation 
With German Correspondent. 



Rerlln, July 17.— Dr. Hugo Can/., 
corresiKjndent of the Frankfort Zel- 
lung, says he had an Interview with 
King OHcar of Sweden at Stockliolm, 
during which His Majesty Bald he ad- 
mired the way In which the Norwe- 
gians won to their side all the Euro- 
pean publicists, without, however, 
benefltlngr the cause. 

"The wrong remain.^ wrong." said 
the King, who ;vdded that the Nor- 
wegians had surprised lilm by the 
suddenness of their acts. King Oscar 
denied that he had precipitated tho 
crisis 111 deoliiilng to acceiit the resig- 
nation of the Norwegian cabinet, for 
the Norwegians tbemselves had de- 
clared that whoever accepted a port- 
folio would cease to be a Norwegian. 

The correspondent remarked that 
ho had heard only romarlcs of respect 
for the King of Norway, to which His 
Majesty replied: • -"For, .my part, I 
hnvo forgiven ' the* i-No'nyegrians, and 
hopo to God that^' the Swedish people 
will remain; ; calm, for it will bo only 
hanglner' a" nilllatone around our necks 
to 'destroy the union forcibly." 

The King also said that nppointlug , killing and 
a Swedish prince to the Norwegian overcome by 
throne would certainly not he the 
simplest solution of the dllllculty. 
Every time public oiilnbm, either In 
.Sweden or Norway, v.'as dlsplenaed 
with the novereigu's nets, the cry 
would be raised that tho son does thl.s 
to iilonse his father, or the father does 
this to please his son. il

The regulnr meetiuK of the board of 
scliooi trustees convened last night at 
at S.'M p.m., Beaumont Boggs in the 
chair. I'reaont were Trustees Cico. .lay, 
Mrs. Jenkins, J^ewis, Mowat, Dr. Ernest 
'Hall and Suporiutendent Eaton. 

I'roceedings having commenced in duo 
form, a comnuinicatioii was reiul from 
Joseiih I'cirson, honorary secretary of 
the -Navy League, pointing out that this 
is tiie centenaiy year of the battle of 
Trafalgar, and asking pei mission for a 
delegation from the local league to wait 
upon the board for tho puriwse of ar- 
ranging a suitable public ceremony in 
coiiimenioration of the occasion. Ke- 
ceivod and rccpiest granted. 

A conimuiiicalion was received from 
Will. Turpel, with reference lo the 
board's agreemeat respecting the rental 
of the Odd FelloW hnil, Spring llidge, 
coutcuding that there is still $100 due 
for the use of that' bnilding;. Refenred lo 
the ..finance cotnutittee to deal -v^itli. 

In reference to a cummunicaiion from 
Woiler Bros., asking for thej>patronage 
of the board in respect to "'tbe.<. purchase 
of sciiool f'.irniturc, Superintendent 
l-latoii stated that it was necessary to 
olilaiii mole desks for the lligh school. 
'The tiiiauee committee was accordingly 
authorised to aciiuire I'..""" desks. 

IViisiee Ijcwls suiiiniued a report 
from Mr. I'vcith, architect, regarding re- 
pairs for t!ie tJirls' Central -school. Thi; 
report stated that a iJortion of the imild- 
ing was settling slightly, making the re- 
pliudi.g of some of the joists and flooring 
aljsohitely necessary. 

Upon motion made, this inntter was 
placed in the hands of the buildings and 
grounds cotiiniitiee with uower to act. 

On behalf of the .spcH.'iul committee 
tipl'ointea to consider the amendments to 
the liy-laws, Trustee Jay submitted tht; 
following recouuiiendations, which were 
taken up and uealt with seriatini by the 
incctiug,. the. .whole of the teconuueuda- 
tions passing In -vthe-fom Jiereundtr 
trivcn: 

Section VI., clause 1. — During each 
midsummer vacation, not later than the 
Ifitli day of July, tho .salaries of te.ich- 
ers then on the staff shall he determiiu'd 
for tlie ensiling year. 

Clause ". — The salaries of all teachers 
shall be paid in twelve equal nioulhly 
iiistalnieiits on the last day, of each 
iiiontli, beginning with the month of 
August in I'ach year. 

Clause I!. — Teachers under regular ap 
poinlment shall be entitled to hvo 
tweltilis of a year's salary for tho sum 
mer term, provided the period of their 
ongagement shall cover the full number 
of incscriliGd teaching days in tliat term 
Teachers whose engagement does not 
cover liie full number of teaching day 
in ar.y teini shall be ]iaid in tho ratio ol 
the number of teaching days covered to 
the number of iirescribed teaeliiuK day 
in tho term. l")edueiion for absoncft 
from ilnty, otIierwis(> than as provided 
for ill <dauses 4 and 5 hereof, shall be in 
the discretion of the board. 

Clause 4. — Same as clause (!. 

Clause ,"). — Same as clause 7. 

-•\t this juncture the deputation repre- 
senting the Navy League arrived, and 
were accorded, seats, for their interview 
with the board.' fThe delefiation' was 
composed .of Messrs. Chas. Iledfern, A. 
R. Fraser, sr., Joseph Pelrson and W. 
B. Laird. 

Mr. Iledfern, addressing the board, 
said that the league felt chat the anni- 
versary of the battle of Trafalgar aud 
the death of .Nelson ought not to be al- 
lowed — in Canada or in any other parts 
of tli4i J'jmpirc — to pass without tiLtiiig 
ceremony and celebration. 'The late -Vf- 
rican war, no less than tlie present 
struggle in the hjast, had shown the ne- 
cessity of nations, iiarticularly iiiitioii.s 
.-^itiiaieil as (ireat liritain is, liohliiig 
aial niaiiilaining at all costs an absolute 
naval supreniac.v. There was not sulU- 
<-ienl interest takeu in Canada in British 
naval supreniucy; this being partly due 
to a lack of information on tlie subject, 
;ind partly to the fact that a large pro- 
ixirtion of the population of the Domin- 
ion lived far inland, and knew iiotbing 
of maritinio affuir.s. In iiartieiilar, the 
(diildren were not taught the glorious 
history of the laying of the finmdation 
' ')( our present naval siipri'ina<-y , timl 
this wonlil be a most lilting occasion to 
impress it upon ti.em. Tiie .Navy League 
would like to have :is large a d' nionstra- 
tion as possible in Ibi-^ ciiy. ami would 
be glad if thi' bond <n' sr-iio,d liustc.'s. 
till.' te.u'hers ami the <hildien. would 
take iiart. 'The form tlo^ relelnatiia 
.'ihould take coula be deciiied iip(jn .■iI'iim-- 
wards; but in the meant imi' they would 
liko to know if they < (>iild depend uiiou 
the board'.s .sympathetic co-opefai ion. 
This interview was <if course uierelv a 
preliminary; the first thing the league 
liad to do being to find out what co-oper- 
ation it could look for from the various 
public bo lies. .\ monster denioustr.ition 
in the drill hall had been suggested. It 
was f(dt that if the children look part 
in the cidcbratioii tlieniscdve^ the lesson 
■the (ia,\' cou'-eyeil \voiiid make a far 
ileeper im]iressioii. 

Mr. .\. 1'.. l'"ras\'r, sr.. conriirri'd in his 
<'olleagiie's remarks. The day of celebra- 
tion — October 21st — would fall on a Sat- 
urday. If a promenade of the school 
children could be arranged it -would be 
nu excellent thinp, and would be remem- 
bered by the little ones all the better for 
their having been particlponts in the 
ceremonies. 

Mr. Joseph Peir.-on iioiiited out that 
(.'anada should not lag behind the other 
colonies, or even I'higland bersidf, in 
this matter, and a lively iiilerest was iie- 
ing taken in it there. It ivas of the lirst 
importance thai (hildri'ii shonlil learn 
the true sourcj of thi' Empire's suprem- 
;icy, aud the great action of whi<^ii this 
year was the ceiiti'iiary. .Many of our 
"children here, as they grew up among 
us. iiiiglil be giiidiii'j- and conii-olling 
their share of the trade and comnierce 
of the Empire, and it was well that they 
should know now to protect that trade 
"iind themselves. The Empire owed, it 
might bo said, its jiresent fiecMirity and 
lirosperity to Xidsoii. and the <'eiilenary 
of the heroe's victory and death was one 
to be littingly observed all river that ICm- 
liire. He would add that the Hon. Mr. 
Tiiriier, .Vgent-deiieral for liritisli Co- 
lumbia in (ireat Britain, had been coiii- 
uiiiincaled with, and woulil repieseiit the 
provini'i? lit the day'.s ceremonies in J;on- 
don, which would bo of a most impres- 
sivi> description. , 

Mr. W. Laird concurred in the 
foregoing sentiniciit.s. 

Tlie chairmnu -expreasod tho hearty 
sympathy of the board, with the delega- 
tion's ideas. While the day for celebra- 
tion fell'ou a Saturday, and eonsoqucntly 
both teachers and children would ho out 
of the board's jurisdiction, yot ho was 
convinced that tlio league's (iroposals 
Would meet with the most wide and 
hearty support, and the trustees -woiilS 
be only too glad to co-oiH'rat(! in any 
wav jiossible. 

Dr. Ernest Hall said the delegates 
were very respectable citizens. But for 
liiniscif lie protested mosl eiii))li;it icnlly 
against any celebration of the vlc'tory of 
Trafalgar. He was loyal to his Hag, 
but his was a deeper loyalty than could 
bo expressed fiom the iiitinon's iiioiilli. 
He hoped tho children would learn liigli- 
cr ideulH. Ho quoted Mio opiuion of the 
London International Peace Congress, 
to tho effect that all teachers of history 
shouLi call tho attention of the young to 
the grave evils inflicted liy war. 'I"he 
board lind nothing to do with either 
■tcachors or scliolnrs or Saturday, but. 
In so fur as it might lie couceri'iod. ho 
protoHiod most empli.-itically ngainst any 
celebration of cor.(|ueHt, Ho knew he

Opinions -will lionestly differ about 
fho right ami wisdom oC the bill thiit has 
just been introduced in the Houko of 
lOommoDS at Ottawa, increasing tlie iri- 
dmidty' of'm^ the 
' salaries of Supreme aud CJouiity court 
Judfros. The luttcr 1ms been ndvooatcd 
for 6omo time. The former will come in 
tho nature of u surprise to llie couiib'y. 
It involves ^!te]^e?al radical ^-deBarturcs 
from" 'eka'bushed 'precedent.' One is tho 
special allownnco made to the leader of 
'tho OpposiLiou, iind aiiotlior is tlie al- 
lowance made of half the regular salary 

' paid to ez-cabiuet ministers ■who liavc 
!beeu in office for five years or over. It 
is nnderatood that yir. Borden, leniler of 
the Opposition, was oi)i)osed to the al- 
lowance made in his case, but tintilly 

: congori'ed in compliance with the wishes 

• of Ws followers. In the ease of retired 
cabinet ministers the reason is not far 
to see. IIoii. ^iessrs. Tartc, Biiiir, Sif- 
ton and CostiKau, though in the past are 
still living, and the provision lunde for 
Ithem ■will be uicst acceptable. It may 
bo taken for granted that it was not out 
of consideration for tho Liberal-Conser- 
Tativo ex -cabinet ministers of five years' 
standing, H'ho will benefit iWy the law, 
that it -will be passed. It is a mensnre 
that will be difiicult for the mass oC the 
people. Liberals or Con.s(<rvatives, to ap- 
prove of, and is one without precedent. 

• ; In tlie case of the leader of the Oi'po- 
sitlon there are good reasons why he 
should have special eonsidor.ations. His 
duties arc scarcely less oiioro\is than 
those of the leader of the Kjoveriunent, 

., and both his time and mouey- must be .it 
ithe disposal of tlie party and Country, 
which lie serves in a very necessary 
capacitj-. Virtually lie is part of tlie 
system of government recognized by tlio 
constitntion, and mo one will grudge 
the' person who accepts tlie responsibili- 
ties of the position a suitable al'owance. 

Coming to the members of tlie Ilo\iso 
of Commons and Senate, it is more dilli- 
eult to come, to a conclusion. , I^ightly or 
wrongly the sessions of Parliarnent have 
of late years been span out to .six and 
seven iiioutlis of each yi'ar, and the 
present allowance of members is scart'e- 
ly snfllcient in consideration of the time 
and expense involved. Provided always 
that -services are lionestly iierfoniied 
$2,.'50O per annum is not too iiiiicli. It 
is of common Isnowledge, however, that 
many members, who spend but, little of 
their time in attending to tlicir parlia- 
mentary duties, draw full pay. Apart 
from the abu.^es thus rreateil, it is Jiot 
fair to those who do honest work ami 
earn their allowance. Under the pro- 
visions of tlie new bill it is inidersiood 
'that lluM-e are ample safe^'iiards a.^'aiiist. 
tlic evils <il' Ihe iiresoul .system, bolh i:i 
regard to perquisites and indeiiiuitj. If 
the law is bonestly carried out in tliis 
respect it ought not to be seriously op- 
posed in th(! country. Tho one <Titicisni 
to which tliis legislation as a wlmlc is 
Jegiliinately open is that it has a ten- 
dency to make politics too mach of a 
'business and politicians will strive to be- 
coiiu* iiuunbiu's for the salary in it, and 
•that iii.stead of getting a lii'tter cluss of 
legislators from a statesiuanship poini 
Of view, the general standard of qualili 
, cation will be lijwercd. ;

CHINA'S A\yAKENING. 

The China Mall, Honskongr, recog 
nlzes the significance of a recent Im- 
perial order as an Indication of the 
rapidly changing conditions of Chi 
nese educational and religious life — a 
straw on the tsurface oC the stream, 
' which shows which way the current la 

flowiher; 

This Is nothing less thari the trans- 
formation of the temple and monas- 
tery of Frozen Hall, near Wlnchow, 
Into a public school. The new Inatl 
,j >tution. Is to be known as the Hall of 
Liberal Arts. The priests and monks 
are to bo generously dealt with. It 
they wlsli to return to ordinary life, 
they may. If they wish to leave the 
, nelghSorhood, they may; ic,^ they, 
' ' ■wish to enter buslnoss, they may'; ' li; 
they v/lsh to reside In another temple, 
they may. In any case, fund.'j will 
be provided to meet all reasonable 
immediate needs. The personal prop 
erty of the priests may be removed. 
Ti-.e fixtures of the teinple must re- 
main. The Idols are regarded as 
falling Into two divisions. All those 
which are not aasoclnt(?d with prop- 
erly authorized worship are to he de- 
stroyed. Of the offlcially recognized 
deities, two stand out prominently — 
Kwan-tal, the tutelary deity of the 
present dynasty, being the god of War, 
and Manchoung, the god of Literature, 
worshipped by all students at the 
public examinations. What their 
future lo to be does- not appear.' . 



EXPELLING U. S. COIN. 

The Dominion government is mak- 
ing an effort to get rid of United 
States silver currency, so much of 
which is in circulation In Canada. 
For the purpose the banks are being 
offered a commission of three-eighths 
of one per cent, on all tliey export, 
and the government pay.s express 
cbaTge,s as well. The Canadian news 
papers with one accord are commend 
Ing this course. It is pointed out 
that the Intrinsic value of silver coin 
Is barely half of Its marked value, 
and out of about forty-live dollars' 
■worthy . of. sllyep bullion there Is 
starapedFa "hundred dollars' worth of 
coin. When. United States sliver clr 
culates in Canada the United States 
government gains and the Canadian 
government. Ipsesj, the profit), of , i- the 
coining proceiss. The Cana'dlan gov 
ernment, therefore, can afford the 
small commission proposed for ex 
pelilng the ajien coin and getting Its 
own into circulation; arid f as the 
price to be paid to the *banks for 
their services Is too small to suggest 
that It will be profitable to Import 
the coin for the purpose of getting 
the reward for exporting lt,^tbe xesutt 
may be satisfactory. ' ' 

As the Dominion government Is on 
the point of minting Its own coin, tho 
Importance of this move is all the 
more apparent. , A ausrgestion has 
been made that Canada ' should use 
the nickel, which It produces In such 
large quantities, for the coining of 
nickel currency. A great many 
American "nickeis'|.,tlnd their way into 
circulation in tfiis* country, notwith- 
standing that as coins they are not 
popular. They have a greasy, dirty 
look and resemble 25-cent jileces so 
much OS. to be mistaken fqi; them at 
times. They are, ' howeverj a useful 
coin. The Canadian 5-cent piece Is 
too small and nimble. What wo want 
is something larger and more dis- 
tinctive . to ■ be^, , easily, .recognized. "Why 
not, as the Toronto' Star Suggests, use 
our own nickel for our coins ? The 
Anierlcau nickel is made from an 
alloy of about 25 per cent, nickel and 
75 per cent, copper. There is no rea- 
son that our coins should not be made 
out of pure nickel, as they are on the 
continent of lOuropc. These are 
bright and pure, and would thus be 
free from the objection to the j Ameri- 
can nickel^ 



THE TENDENCY TO SPEND. 

The Montreal Gazette, under the 
caption of "Get Sober," refers to the 
tendency there' io to spend 'money 
freely because it comes in freely. 
The authorities at Ottawa have 
made, It says, the excuse of our 
" growing time " to justify lavish 
expenditure of all kinds. They 
have In eight year.s raised and 
expended a customs and excise taxa- 
tion alnipst double the weight the 
country . was acScustomed.- to ' before 
their adveiit. 'fast year this taxa- 
tion amounted to $9.76 a head, or 
J'lS.SO a family of the population. 
There has been no such Increase In 
the capacity of the people to pay. . 

The Gazette goes on to point out 
that the great bulk of this expendi- 
ture, which is made in a way that 
would bring a business man to ruin, 
comes from the revenues; supplied by 
the farmer and the small producer, 
iid that the tax referred to Is too 
great in prof)orlion to his earning 
power. Our contemporary takes tho 
last census returns to prove tills, and 
summarizes them as follows:. 

In Ontario the^ average farm and 
equipment is valued- at $4,976< and its 
annual product is worth $1,040. 

In Quebec the , average farm is 
worth $3,304, and Its annual product 
i.s $633. 

In Manitoba the average farm la 
worth .$-1,703, and its annual product 
.•ortli ?755. 



In the Territories tlio average farm 
i.s worth $:i,3-iri, and its annual prod- 
uct i.s worth $5G1. 

In Prince Kdward IsUmd the aver- 
re farm is worth $2, .'ill. and its an- 
nual jiroduct is worth $50-1. 

In Nova Kcolla the average farm is 
worlli $1,-1SS, and its annual proJuct 
is worth $3;iS. 

In Rriti.sh Columbia the average 
farm is worth $5, 407, and its annual 
product is worth $1,047. 

Referring to tho case of the work- 
man, it Is pointed out that the ilgures 
printed in the tiaboi" Gazette of Can- 
od.a show that his average wage does 
not e:;cecd $11 per week. Thousands 
of persons in clerkships, etc., all over 
tlie country are getting only $50 per 
month. It Is upon all these that the 
burden of all tills Increased expendi 
ture falls, because these classes form 
the great majority of the poijulatlon 
The Gazette concludes: "Among these 
greater outlays some are suggesting 
Indemnities of $2,u00 a year for mem- 
bers of parliament who neglect tlieir 
duties, and have this session done 
something to bring the House of 
Commons Into disrepute; and salaries 
of $20,000 and $25,000 for ministers 
who never earned $5,000 at their regu- 
lar busines.s, and who are bungling 
the business of the country. It la 
time for ministers and members of 
parliament to think of the paying as 
well as the Hiieiulliig side of the 
situation. It is time for them to get 
sober." 

With the tendency to spend comes 
also the tendency to lessen the re 
strictlons upon the passing of ac 
counts. Mr. J. L. Macdougall, who In 
Libeiul-Conservatlve times was laud 
ed to the skies for his watch- dog 
policy of protecting the treasury, has 
given notice that ho will resign after 
August 1. Members of the govern 
ment have become , irritable 6ver his 
constant efforts to check expenditure 
not authorized by parliament, and ; 
very glad Indeed to see him go. A.s 
UieOttawa Journal stated, the govr 
ernnaent declined not merely to con- 
cede tlie amendments suggested by 
Mr. Macdougall, but to appoint a 
special committee to examine the 
Audit Act, witli a view to any amend- 
ments which a committee might llnd 
desirable In a statute under which is 
dealt with now an nexp>enditure of 
$80,000,000 a year, inst^iad ' of the 
$30,000,000 a year at the time the act 
was framed. " Thi.s statement of the 
government's position seems to us," 
says the Journal, " to carry its own 
condemnation' of the government's po- 
sition, and a vindication of that of the 
auditor-general. It seems to ua that 
the Laurler administration thus con- 
victs itself of d determination; not to 
have any niore biislnesa ' cheqk than 
it can help upon its expenditure of 



the public money — and in view of the 
fact that the auditor-general In the 
sole matter of the Davis car.al con- 
tract ' saved '^.to the public treasury by 
his Indomitable and persistent kicking 
something like half a million dollars, 
the country has the amplest reason to 
believe that an effective business 
check is needed upon private cabinet 
administration of the public funds and 
assets.". 

If there ever was a time for effect- 
ive auditing of the accounts, it Is now. 
when millions of money are being 
paid out on account of the Grand 
Trunk Pacific and for other large 
public works, and wlieE^,^)toe?vexpendi- 
ture will soon hav^ rtlohed the 
hundred million 'mark. 



PROVINCIAL SUBSIDIES. 

It is announced from Ottawa that 
soon after the prorogation o! I'arlia- 
mcnt a meeting of Provineial Premiers 
will be enllod to confer with tlie Do- 
minion cabinet on tlio qui'stion of tho re- 
adjustment of financial arrangements, 
looking to an increase of subsidy. This 
is important and interesting to llio peo- 
ple of British Columbia. Of all tlie 
provinces, we need not say, tlie present 
.financial reiations with the Dbminion 
bear tho hardest on this. This province 
ill recent years has led the agitation for 
an equitable readjustment, but as the 
Eastern provinces have greater influence 
itt a political way witli tho atithorities 
at Ottawa, tlieir provincial governments 
falling in Hue has afforded the oppor- 
tunity we shall have to make our case 
good. , 
1 'We all recognize the difBctiilties that 
stand in the way of this province secur- 
in.g a settlement based on the equity of 
its claims. There is, in the tirst nlace, 
the natural objections which will arise 
from the representatives of the other 
provinces to a special recognition of 
Hritisli Columl)iii's positi<!n. In the 
second place, tl.en,' is tlie lack of sym- 
pathy on the part of the members of the 
Dominion government with the present 
Provincial government, aud the lack of 
appreciation of tlie Western conditions 
which peculiarly affect our case, as dif 
forentiatod from that of other provinces. 

It may be possible that this province 
will not succeed in obtaining its rights 
as the result of tlie proposed conference 
There is every probability, indeed, lliat 
it will not; but the people of British Co- 
lumbia should never cease agitation or 
agree to miy settlement that will not 
ultimately place them on a p.arily witli 
the rest of Confederation — not, if even 
the figlit necessary should outlast the 
present generation.

partment to intervene and arrange n set- 
tI(Mnent between the strikers and the 
Western Fuel Company. 

Calgary is growing so fast tliat her 
people feel tho newl of a street railwtiy, 
and tliey want the city to build and op 
orate one. Tlie city council has declined 
to ciit^tnin a proposal to grant a f ran- 
ch iso to a company. 

The Canadian Tin Plate, ..;& Sheet 
Steel Company, which fs establishing 
a plant at Morrlsburg, will employ 
3,000 operatives. Two hundred ikilled 
workmen will be brought from Wales 
to instruct the others. 



' The Dominion senators and momiiers 
liave agreed to vote ' theiuselvos in 
creased sessional allowances. The ques 
tion of the incrisnse being of such grave 
moment as to raise it aljove' the rut of 
party, there is, we understand, no oppo- 
sition in-«ither-House.
